We  have  been  called  upon  to  mention 
eny  event  in  the  life  of  Wiufield  Scott 
which  would  indicate  the  possession  of 
talents  for  the  civil  povernmeat  of  the 
UnitedStatea.  We  cheerfully  aad  con- 
fidently respond  to  this  call,  and,  from 
among  the  nomerous  examples  of  this 
fitness,  we  select  the  civil  administra 
tion  of  General  Scott  in  Mexico. 

We  pass  over  the  great  billies  which 
were  gained,  extending  from  V'era  Cruz 
lo  the  capital,  and  we  find  him  at  the 
head  ol  a  conquering  army  in  the  city 
of  Mexico.  'J'he  enemy,  instigated  by 
the  most  intense  batred,  were  around 
hiaa.  He  was  far  removed  from  sup- 
plies or  reinforcements.  He  was  at  the 
head  of  a  victorioat  ar«y,  ready  at  a 
word  for  plaader.  Under  these  difll- 
calUoa,  h«  commenced  the  administra- 
tion of  the  Mexican  affdirs.  as  their  con- 
queror. Here,  now,  is  a  field  for  the 
exhibition  of  civil  as  well  as  military 
talents,  for  a  triumph  as  great  as  that 
of  the  field.  We  know  of  no  .situation 
where  all  the  elements  of  wiiai  consti- 
tute a  teh\  great  man   coul  l  be  so  cum- 


000  was  ordered  lobe  levied  in  the  cap- 
ital, to  be  colleclid  by  the  Mexicans 
themselves,  which  contribution  was  lo 
beempioyeil  in  tlie  purchase  of  extra 
comtorts  for  the  wounded  and  sick,  and 
for  ihe  purcuase  of  blankets  and  shoes 
for  the  rank  and  file  of  the  army.  We 
need  no  better  proof  of  the  civil  virtues 
of  our  hero  than  the  above  general  order. 
Its  moderatloa,  forbeeraace,  and  mag- 
nanimity are  apparent  on  every  line. — 
His  attention  to  the  preaervation  of  or- 
der and  law  manifests  a  character  be- 
yond that  of  the  mere  military  com- 
rnandar.  Hia  thoughtfulness  of  the 
comforts  of  his  own  soldiers  will  be 
remembered  by  ihem  with  gratitude. 

As  soon  as  his  troops  were  settled  in 
their  quarters,  and  liie  internal  police 
regulations  of  Mexico  and  the  other  con- 
quered cities  were  arran;',ed,  General 
Scolt  turned  his  atlenlion  to  the  con- 
cerns of  his  new  government,  lit-  maile 
Strict  inquiries  into  the  Mexican  finan- 
cial policy;  prohibited  ihe  exportation 
of  bars  and  ingots  of  thi>  precious  metal 
to  keep  up  a  sufficient  circulating  me- 
dium among  the  troops  in  th«  country; 
and  collected,  within  a  month  after  the 
capture  of  the  city,  all  the  memoirs  and 
publications  concerning  the  finances  of 
the  country,  and  the  exportation  ofspe- 
cie  which  he  could  find,  and  transmitted 
them  to  our  Go vern m-'n t  lor  the  basis  of 
their  operation.  As  early  as  December, 
he  s.;nt  to  Government  a  table  ol  dis- 
tances of  the  several  cities  from  Mexi- 
!  CO — the  best  routes  to  reach  them — their 
trade,  and  the  means  of  securing  it.and, 
if  the  country  was  to  be  permanently 
annexed,  of  rendering  such  commerce 
valuable  to  the  United  Stales.  There  is 
certainly  here  mauifested  some  of  the 
traits  of  tke  practical  statesman. 

On  the  35th  of  December  General 
Scott  details  to  Government  his  plans 
for  the  nianigeaienl  of  the  finances  of 
the  conquered  country.    His  intention 

1  was,  hes  iys,  not  ^lo  meddle  with  t.'ic* 
State  Ol  city  revenues,  lest  l!ie  people 
should  be  too  much  excited  ai;ain-.l  their 
con(|uerors,  but  lo  s-.ize  the  revonnes  ol 
the' Federal  Governmenl  wherever  they 
could  be  found,  more  particularly  the 
ordinary  internal  dues  on  the  precious 
metals.  In  the  same  despatch  he  treats 
of  the  subject  of  the  entire  annexation 
of  the  country  with  statesmanlike  views; 
but  remarks  thit  it  is  his  duty  only  to 
offersuch  suggestions  as  bis  local  knowl- 
edge would  furnish  him. 

In  the  geneial  orders  alluded  to  in  the 
above  despatch  of  December  25th,  we 
find  thai  ihe  internal   taxes  or  dues  re- 
lerred  to  are  direct  tjxe>;  duties  on  the 
proiluctioa  of  gold  and  silver;  melting 
and  assaying  dues;  liie  irbacco  rent;  the 
rent  of  stamped  papt»r;  ihe  rent  of  the 
manufacture  of  playing  cards;   and  the 
rem  uf  post  offices.    These  revenues  he 
demands.    He  then  prohibits  lotteries, 
i  and  establishes  port  regulations  and 
I  rules  for  levying  import  and  export  du- 
!  ties,  making  such  changes  in  tavor  of 
'  the  United  Slates  as  were  necesaary. — 
I  The  arrangements  for   the  levying  of 
'  lliese  duties — the  d  i-scrim i  na  tion  to  be 
'  m;ide — the  mode  of  collecting  tlie  M-^x- 
ican   revenues  —  uU  iadicaie  a  mind  of 
sound    financial    capacity   and    of  the 
grasp  of  ihe  statesman. 

On  ihia  same  subject  we  might  alhid'' 
to  the  skill  manifested  inMaying  the  as- 
sessments on  the  dilT-reut  cities  of  the 
Republic  for  the  miiiitenance  of  the 
American  troops.  Much  judgment  was 
needed  here  to  aquaiize  these  assess- 
inents;  to  invent  the  best  means  of  their 
collection,  so  as  not  to  exasperate  the 
conquered  people  or  to  rouse  them  into 
rebellion.  The  whole  of  this  subject  in 
all  itsiielails  siiow.s  tlie  great  and  com- 
prehensive mind  of  liie  commander-in- 
chief. 

Such  is  one  of  the  proofs  that  can  be 
given  in  favor  of  the  statesmanship  of 
Winfield  Scott.  The  difficulties  of  such 
a  situaiioii  cannot  be  properly  appre- 
ciated at  the  present  time.  Gen.  Scolt 
had  an  army  to  control,  heated  by  suc- 
cess and  full  of  contempt  for  the  con- 
quered enemy.  His  subordinate  offi- 
cers were,  many  of  tbem,  jealous  of  his 
fame,  and  envious  of  his  rank .  His  own 
Goveruiuent  hnd  been  so  desirous  that 
tile  Idine  of  his  exploits  should  have 
rested  oa  another's  shoulders,  '.hat  ihiiv 
thwarted  his  operations,  neglected  lii^ 
army,  and  left  him  to  the  resources  ot 
his  own  genius.  So  manifest  was  that 
genius,  and  so  reconciled  were  the  ene 
my  to  his  administration  of  their  civil 
alTaird,  that,  when  he  left  the  country, 
they  offered  him  the  Presidency  of  the 
republic,  with  a  Mlary  of  a  million  and 
a  quarter  of  dollars.
